SPAIN'S KING AND QUEEN. 


“The Visit to England, 


(From Our Cirrespondent.) 
Lonpox, November 4, 

After a happy period in Paris the King 
and Queen of Spain lave arrived in London 
and have beun very cordially received, I 
saw them in Paris on Tuosday when the sun 
shone upon them in tho bright and cheery 
way it can do even in November in the gay

consult specialists in London it will bo 
more a matter of precaution than an 
urgent necessity, and will bo brouzht 
about by the knowledga that his 
father was a victim to phthisis. Ho 
ia not such a hot headed youth as he was 
hefore his marriage, and most of those who 
havo to entertain him aro not sorry for 
the more sober procedura of: the young 
monarch. Ou one occasion his hoisterous 
antics moved President Lowbet to rematk 
fo him ‘Your Majesty is buta boy.”
